It’s important to be prepared

Be prepared. 

‘That’s the motto of the Boy 
Scouts. 

“Be prepared for what?” some- 
one once asked Lord Baden- 
Powell, the founder of Scouting. 

“Why, for any old thing,” said 
Baden-Powell. 

That advice still rings true. As 
a former scout, and now serving 
as a state senator, ve always 
believed in the value of being pre- 
pared. In an age when terrorism 
and natural disasters continue to 
make headlines, it makes more 
sense than ever to be ready for 
emergency situations. 

By investing a few moments 
now, you and your loved ones can 
have a strategy in place. Home- 
land Security Secretary Michael 
Chertoff put it well: “By simply 
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taking a little time to sit down 
together and make an emergency 
plan, families can help answer 
important questions, such as 
where to meet, how to commu- 
nicate with each other and what 
to do in the event of an emer- 
gency.” 

This extra layer of safety can 
come by taking three sensible 
steps: be informed, develop a 
plan, and make a kit. 

Be informed. Find out what 
kind of disasters, both natural and 
man-made, are most likely to oc- 
cur in your area. Inquire about 
emergency plans at places where 
your family spends time, such as 
work, daycare and school. If no 
plan exists, volunteer to help cre- 
ate one. 

Develop a plan. It may be 


easier to make a long-distance. 


phone call than to call across 
town, so an out-of-town contact

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may be in a better position to 
communicate among separated 
family members. Be sure that 
every member of your family 
knows the designated phone 
number and has a prepaid phone 
card to call the emergency con- 
tact. : 

Make a kit. When preparing for 
a possible emergency, think first 
about the basics needed for sur- 
vival: fresh water, food, clean air 
and warmth. 

An emergency supply kit 
should have at least a three-day 
supply of non-perishable food 
and one gallon of water per per- 
son per day for at least three days, 
for drinking and sanitation. Ex- 
perts also recommend a first aid 
kit, flashlight, extra batteries, and 
a battery-powered radio.

US Fish and Wildlife 
Service personnel will 
apply lampricides to the 
offshore areas of Bear 
and Jordan Rivers in 
Charlevoix and Emmet 
counties to kill sea lam- 
prey larvae burrowed in 
the bottom sediments. 
The applications will be 
conducted between May 
30 and June 6 in accor- 
dance with State of 
Michigan permits. Each 
application will be com- 
plete in 2 to 3 days. The 
actual application dates 
will'be determined dur- 
ing the scheduled treat- 
ment period based upon 
local weather conditions 
at the time. 

Sea lampreys invaded 
the Great Lakes in the 
1920s and have been a 
permanent, destructive 
element of the fishery 
ever since. Sea lampreys 
attach to fish with a suc- 
tion cup mouth, rasp a 
hole through the fish’s 
scales and skin, and feed 
on blood and body flu- 
ids. The average sea lam- 
prey will destroy up to 
40 pounds of fish during 


its parasitic phase. 


Sea lamprey larvae 
hatch from eggs laid by 
adult lampreys in gravel 
nests, and drift into silty 
bottom areas where they 
burrow and live for sev- 
eral years. Also, larvae 
sometimes drift out of 
streams and settle in the 
immediate offshore ar- 


af 


eas near stream mouths. 
Failure to detect and sub- 
sequently eliminate lar- 
vae allows the lampreys 
to transform into para- 
sitic adults and kill Great 
Lakes fish. Infested 
tributariés and offshore 


- areas must be treated ev- 


ery three to five years 
with lampricides to con- 
trol sea lamprey popula- 
tions. — 

Most stream treat- 
ments are conducted by 
using the lampricide 
TFM, but in deep waters 
offshore of stream 
mouths crews use 
Bayluscide 3.2 percent 
Granular Sea Lamprey 
Larvicide, another 
lampricide approved by 
the US Environmental 
Protection Agency and 
Health Canada Pest 
Management Regulatory 
Agency. This lampricide 
is specially formulated 
onto sand granules and 
covered with a time-re- 
lease coating. The for- 
mulation is sprayed over 
a measured surface area 
of water by boats where 
it sinks to the bottom, 
rapidly dissolves, and 
causes the larval sea lam- 
preys to leave their bur- 
rows and swim to the 
surface where they can 
be collected to verify the 
extent of the infestation 
and assure their destruc- 
tion.

and Health Canada Pest 
Management Regulatory 
Agency have reviewed 
human health and envi- 
ronmental safety data for 
lampricides and in 2003, 
concluded that the 
lampricides (Lampricid 
and Bayluscide) pose no 
unreasonable risk to the 
general population and 
the environment when 
applied at concentrations 
necessary to control lar- 
val sea lampreys. How- 
ever, as with any pesti- 
cide, the public is ad- 
vised to use discretion 
and minimize unneces- 
sary exposure. Applica- 
tors are trained and are 
certified by Michigan 
regulatory agencies for 
aquatic applications of 
pesticides. 

The program is con- 
tracted through the Great 
Lakes Fishery Commis- 
sion to the US Fish and 
Wildlife Service and 


‘Department of Fisheries 


and Oceans Canada. The 
Commission initiated 
chemical control of sea 
lampreys in 1958. Since 
that time the highly suc- 
cessful program has con- 
tributed significantly to 
the maintenance of the 
$4 billion Great Lakes 
sport and commercial 
fisheries. Without con- 
tinued control efforts 
these fisheries again 
would be in jeopardy. 
The Commission is 
committed to delivering 


a sea lamprey control 
program that practices 
good environmental 
stewardship. To support 
the continued safe use of 
lampricides the Com- 
mission recently con- 
ducted a series of stud- 
ies at a total cost of $6 
million to assess the ef- 
fects of the lampricides 
on human health and the 
environment. In addition 
to these studies the Com- 
mission has imple- 
mented a research pro- 
gram to develop alterna- 
tive control techniques. 
US Fish and Wildlife 
Service and Department 
of Fisheries and Oceans 
Canada are currently 
evaluating the release of 
sterile male sea lampreys 
as a control measure in 
the St. Mary’s River. The 
Commission also is de- 
veloping a strategy to 
increase the number of 
barriers on lamprey-pro-

The following is the 
weekly fishing report, as 
provided by the Depart- 
ment of Natural Re- 
sources, for the North- 
west Lower Peninsula 
region: 

Walloon Lake — 
Smalimouth bass seem 
to be the target and most 
are having pretty good 
luck when casting shal- 
low divers, plastic 
worms or grubs along 
the weeds or in the shal- 
lows. Some undersized 
walleye along with some 
biuegills and perch were. 
taken while still-fishing 
or drifting with worms. 

Thumb Lake (Lake 
Louise) — Anglers 
switched tactics over the 
last week putting their 
efforts into trolling for 
splake instead of fishing 
the shallows. Fish were 
caught using deep 
divers, stingers and 
stickbaits in waters 8 to 
50 feet deep. 

Elk River — Fishing 
for steelhead is slow but 
the persistent anglers are 
catching some up at the 
dam. Try spawn on the 
bottom or casting. Suck- 
ers are really stacked up 
at the dam. Smallmouth 
bass are in the harbor and 
at the dam. 

Boardman River —

Smallmouth bass are be- 
ing caught when casting 
spinners and bodybaits. 
Only a handful of. steel- 
head are still in the river, 
but those fishing the 
mouth have caught 
brown trout and lake 
trout. 

Crystal Lake — 
Good numbers of perch 
have been caught but the 
fish are running small. 
Good whitefish action 
was reported on the east 
end of the lake. 

Onekama — Those 
trolling spoons up near 
the Barrel and-in front of 
the pier heads have been 
catching a few chinook 
and steelhead in 20 to 40 
feet of water. Hot colors 
were chartreuse, orange 
and gold. 

Portage Lake — 
Panfish and bass are 
starting to move up into 
the shallows. Anglers are 
catching bluegill, crap- 
pie and rock bass. Those 
looking for large and 
smallmouth bass seemed 
to have better luck on the 
drop offs on both the east 
side and the south end of 
the lake. Crankbaits and 
spinner baits have 
worked best. Northern

Challenge: skis 
to chairs 


BOYNE FALLS - For years, Challenge Moun- 
tain has looked for ways to use old ski and 
snowboard equipment the organization can no 
longer use or is donated to the resale stores and is 
not able to be used by the program. It seemed a 
waste to discard equipment of this type. With some 
ingenious planning, Richard Katz of Challenge 
Mountain decided it was time to do something about 
the growing pile of skis and snowboards. 

Katz went to work designing chairs from the 
equipment that could be easily replicated. The 
organization’s executive director then approached 
the Orion School to see if they would be interested 
in earning funding for their school as well as for 
the organization.

Since winter, students from the Orion School in 
Boyne Falls, a Char-Em ISD school, have been hard 
at work raising funds for Challenge Mountain and 
their school. The students use recycled skis and 
snowboards to construct furniture from the 
wintersports equipment. The chairs and other fur- 
niture items are extremely well constructed and are 
selling quickly. The two groups earn funds from 
the sales of the ski and snowboard furniture. 

According to Katz, “This program is not just about 
building chairs. I have seen incredible differences in 
the youth that are involved. They have grown so much 
since we started this. These youth are developing 
strong friendships, work ethic, team work abilities and 
a lot more. | am so proud to be working with them.”
